Election board officials said they 
believ ed the indication of “ alleged 
irregularities'' may hav e resulted 
from the fact the first 10 precinct* 
counted in Scioto county gav e an 
av erage of 47 V* Republican v otes 
to the precinct, while the last 02 
contained an av erage of 7 5. There 
are a total of 102 precincts in the 
ethfirty .

IN OUR last lesson Paul had* 
been beaten and imprisoned, at 
Philippi. 
An 
earthquake 
had 
broken his bonds, however, and 
the conversion of the jailer and 
his whole household, and the apol­ 
ogy of the magistrates for unjust­ 
ly accusing him, had somewhat 
made up for this treatment. 
However, he and his companion, 
Silas, had been sent away from 
Philippi, albeit, peacefully. They 
passed through Amphlpolis and 
Apollonia, where there evidently 
were no Jewish synagogues, and 
came at last to TTiessalonica, 
about 100 miles from Philippi. Re- 
member that travel in those days, 
for people without means, like the 
apostles, meant walking. 
Thessalonica was an important 
city of Macedonia in those days. 
Its former name was Therme, de­ 
rived from the hot springs found 
in that vicinity. It was founded by 
Cassandra about 315 B. C., and 
named after his wife, Thessalon­ 
ica, sister of Alexander the Great. 
Its present name is Salonika. 
There was a sy nagogue in Thes­ 
salonica, and there for three day s 
Paul expounded the gospel of 
Christ, and many were converted, 
among them a good many “devout 
Greeks," a number of them being 
“the chief women," wives of 
prominent Greek citizens. 
Unco nv erted Jews Env io us 
The Jews who would not ac­ 
cept the faith, however, were jeal­ 
ous of the popularity of Paul and 
Silas, and they gathered together 
the loafers of the city, who “set 
all the city In an uproar, and as­ 
saulted the house of one, Jason," 
with whom these people believed 
Paul and Silas were stay ing. 
Not finding Paul and Silas, they 
dragged Jason to the rulers of the 
dty . the “Poiitarch,” which means 
rulers. They charged Jason with 
entertaining in his home men who 
set the world upside down, say ing 
that “these do contrary to the de­ 
crees of Caesar. sky ing there is 
Another king, one Jesus." 
Tbese accusations troubled the 
rulers, but when they ‘had taken 


the security o f Jason and o f tht 
others, they let them go.” This 
must mean that they were al­ 
lowed to go by furnishing 
bail, 
and that they would be tried later. 
The preaching of the new 
reli­ 
gion probably had aroused 
the in­ 
terest of the population, but the 
charge of breaking the laws was 
absolutely unjust, as the Chris­ 
tians were very law-abiding per­ 
sons. We hear no more of Jason, 
who, probably was 
a 
man o f 
means and a leading citizen. 
The brethren immediately sent 
Paul and Silas away fty night, 
and they went to Berea, where 
they “went Into the sy nagogue o f 
the Jews.” 
Paul’s visit to Thessalonica was 
about 50 A. D., and his letter to 
the Thessalonlans about 51 
A. D., 
not so long after his visit. The 
founding of this church was 
a 
most important missionary step, 
and Paul seems to have alway s 
had a warm affection for the peo­ 
ple in this church. He longed to 
see them again, and say s so in 
this letter. 
Tells of His Work 
He tells them where he has been 
and what he has been doing since 
he left them, how he "thought it 
good to be left at Athens alone,” 
so he sent Timothy, whom he has 
sometimes called his son, to go 
to 
Thessalonica, to “establish you, 
and to comfort you concerning 
y our faith.” Timothy had brought 
back a good report of the Thessa- 
lonians to Paul, comforting him. 
He tells them of his hopes for 
them, advising them that they 
“increase and abound In love one 
toward another, and toward 
all 
men." They should live pure lives, 
“for God hath not called us unto 
uncleanliness, but unto holiness " 
He counsels them “that y t 
study to be quiet, and to do y our 
work with your own hands . . • 
that ye may walk honestly toward 
them that are without, and 
that 
ye may have lack of nothing.“ 
He assures them of comfort 
In 
bereavement, for “if we believe 
that Jesus died and rose again, 
even so them also which sleep 
In 
Jesus will God bring with Him." 
“See that none render evil for 
evil unto any man; but ever fol­ 
low that which is good, both 
among yourselves, and to ail men. 
"Rejoice evermore. 
„ 
“Pray without ceasing. 
"Prove all things; hold fast 
that which is good."

Lesson on the above topic for 
May 14 la Acts 17:1-10; I Thessa­ 
lonians, th* Golden Text being 
I The**. 5:18-18, “Rejoice alway*; 
pray without ceasing; In every* 
thing give thank*.’’) 


IN OUR last lesson Paul had* 
been beaten and Imprisoned, at 
Philippi. 
An 
earthquake 
had 
broken hi* bonds, however, and 
the conversion of the Jailer and 
his whole household, and the apol* 
©gy of the magistrate* for unjust­ 
ly accusing him, had somewhat 
made up for this treatment. 
However, he and his companion, 
Silas, had been sent away from 
Philippi, albeit, peacefully. They 
passed through Amphipoiis and 
Apollonia. where there evidently 
were no Jewish synagogues, and 
came at last 
to Thessalonica, 
about IOO miles from Philippi. Re­ 
member that travel in those day*, 
for people without means, like the 
apostles, meant walking. 
Thessalonica was an important 
city of Macedonia in those days. 
Its former name was Therms, de­ 
rived from the hot springs found 
In that vicinity. It was founded by 
Cassandra about 315 B. C., and 
named after his wife, Thesaalon- 
lea, sister of Alexander the Great. 
Its present name is Salonika. 
There was a synagogue in Th ca­ 
sal oni ca. and there for three days 
Paul expounded the gospel of 
Christ, and many were converted, 
among them a good many “devout 
Greeks.” a number of them being 
“the 
chief 
women.” 
wives 
of 
prominent Greek citizens. 


Unconverted Jena Envious 
The Jews who would not ac­ 
cept the faith, however, were jeal­ 
ous of the popularity of Paul and 
Silas, and they gathered together 
the loafers of the city, who “set 
all the city In an uproar, and as­ 
saulted the house of one, Jason,” 
with whom these people believed 
Paul and Silas were staying 
Not finding Paul and Silas, they 
dragged Jason to the rulers of the 
city. the “PolJtarch.” which means 
rulers. They charged Jason aith 
entertaining ta his heme men who 
aet the world upside down, saying 
that “these do contrary to the de­ 
cree* of Caesar, saying there is 
another king, one Jesus.” 
These accusations troubled the 
ruler*, but when they "had taken 


the security of Jason and of the 
others, they let them go.” This 
must mean that they were al­ 
lowed to go by furnishing bail, 
and that they would be tried later. 
The preaching of the new reli­ 
gion probably had aroused the In­ 
terest of the population, but the 
charge of breaking the laws wa* 
absolutely unjust, as the Chris­ 
tians were very law-abiding per­ 
sons. We hear no more of Jason, 
who, probably was a man of 
means and a leading citizen. 
The brethren immediately sent 
Paul and Silas away 6y night, 
and they went to Berea, where 
they “went into the synagogue of 
the Jews.” 
Paul’s visit to Thessalonica waa 
about 50 A. D.. and his letter to 
the Thessalonians about 51 A. D., 
not so long after his visit. The 
founding of this church was a 
most important missionary step, 
and Paul seems to have always 
had a warm affection for the peo­ 
ple in this church. He longed to 
see them again, and says so In 
this letter. 
Tells of His Work 
He tells them where he has been 
and what he has been doing since 
he left them, how he "thought It 
good to be left at Athens alone,” 
so he sent Timothy, whom he has 
sometimes called his son. to go to 
Thessalonica. to “establish you, 
and to comfort you concerning 
your faith.” Timothy had brought 
back a good report of the Thessa­ 
lonians to Paul, comforting him. 
He tell* them of his hopes for 
them, advising them that they 
"increase and abound In love tm# 
toward another, and toward all 
men." They should live pure lives, 
“for God hath not called us unto 
uncleanliness, but unto holiness ” 
He 
counsels 
them 
"that 
y* 
study to be quiet, and to do your 
work with your own hands * . . 
that ye may walk honestly toward 
them that are without, and that 
ye may have lack of nothing.” 
He assures them of comfort In 
bereavement, for "if we believe 
that Jesus died and rose again. 
even so them also which steep ta 
Jesus will God bring with Him." 
“See that none render evil for 
evil unto any man; but ever fol­ 
low that which is good, 
both 
smong yourselves, and to iii men. 
"Rejoice evermore.

Many Causes of Backache 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M.D. 
THE BACK is the crossroads of 
our organism where the body and 
the mind and the soul meet. They 
often g et into argument and in 
having it out all hell breaks loose. 


Dr. Clendening will answer 
questions of general interest 
only, and then only through 
his column. 


Or, to p ut it another way, a 
backache consists of one, the 
causes of the backache, and two, 
the p erson who has the backache. 
The cure and outcome of the case 
dep ends more on the second ele­ 
ment than the first. The back is 
the burden bearer. When the bur­ 
dens of the soul set too heavy the 
back p rotests. A sp ineless p erson 
often has a backache. 
The question — "W hat is good 
for a sore back?” — indicates a 
p rofound naivete on the p art of 
the layman. It would take any doc­ 
tor an hour to comp lete an exami­ 
nation which would allow even of 
a guess as to the cause of back­ 
ache. Very few p hysicians make 
such an examination. Partly they 
lack the information, but mostly 
they lack the p atience. There is 
hardly any field of medicine where 
the p atients are more neglected. 
Every town should have a*‘misery” 
clinic. 
Causes Numerous 
Backache is in medicine the ele­ 
p hant examined by the blind man. 
Each blind man felt a sep arata 
p art. Each one’s conclusions as to 
what the elep hant was really like 
were limited. Your backache is due 
to; (i) nature—says the ortho­ 
p edist; 12) the uterus—says the 
gynaecologist; (3) the kidneys— 
says the urologist; (4) rup ture of 
an intervertebral disk—says the 
surgeon; (5) focal infection—says 
the internist; (6) gold-bricking— 
says the top sergeant; (7) high 
heels,—no! I mean low heels—says 
the cobbler; (8) wearing shoes— 
says the Nature faddist; (9) go­ 
ing barefooted—sa>» -MiaS Nancy; 
(10) "Something you tried to lift, 
no doubt"—says the husband: (11) 
"Sitting around on them hard 
chairs in a draft at Grogan’s, no 
doubt”—says the wife; (12) rail­ 
way sp ine—says the shyster law­ 
yer. Well, there’s a round dozen 
of blind men. 


Arthritis is a frequent cause. 
The bones and joints of the sp ine 
are just as subject to arthritis as 
the other joints of the body. This 
form must be treated by some com­ 
bination of removal of foci of in­ 
fection, massage, manip ulation, 
sp linting, climate, medicines which 
relieve p ain and gold salts in the 
vein, and large gobs of hop e. 
Po sture and Backache 
Posture ia the key to much of 
back health and much of backache, 
"¿eat a stenograp her p rop erly,” 
says Osgood, an orthop edic sur­ 
geon, "and she will make fewer 
mistakes, 
have 
less 
menstrual 
trouble, and take fewer days off 
for backache.” 
Injury may slip out some of the 
comp licated interadjustments of 
muscles, tendons, fasciae, nerves, 
bones and joints in the back. An 
astonishing thing is the frequency 
with which slight, trivial, com­ 
monly rep eated movements will 
result in a backache. Here are 
some of them as listed from tha 
p ractice of an eminent orthop edic 
surgeon: 
Raising a window that « ticks. 
Missing a step on the stairs. Pick­ 
ing up grass on a golf course to 
see which w ay the w*ind is blowing. 
Putting a rug under a desk. Sneez­ 
ing. 
“Watch an exp erienced p iano 
mover at w*ork,” to quote Osgood, 
"and you will see him lift with his 
thighs and not his back.” 


Protruded Disk 
A newly discovered form of in­ 
jury to the back is the p rotruded 
or rup tured intervertebral disk. 
Between the bony bodies of tha 
sp inal vertebra are cartilaginoua 
disks which act as cushions and 
give the joints mobility. They are 
quite dense on the surface, but in 
the center there is a soft area 
called the nucleus p ulp osus. When 
subjected to severe strain this may 
rup ture, be squeezed so that it p ro­ 
trudes from between the bodies of 
two vertebrae and p resses on 
nerves causing backache and aci- 
atica. It can be removed surgical­ 
ly, and, if p rop erly done, this re­ 
lieves the p ain. When a p atient 
with a p rotruded disk is op erated 
on by an exp ert the result is mag­ 
ic; if by a bungler the result is 
tragic.

The back ie 
the buruen bearer. When the bur­ 
dens of the soul set too heavy the 
back protests. A spineless person 
often has a backache. 
The question — “What Is good 
for a sore back 
— indicates a 
profound naivete on the part of 
the layman. It would take any doc­ 
tor an hour to complete an exami­ 
nation which would allow even of 
a guess as to the cause of back­ 
ache. Very few physicians make 
such an examination. Partly they 
lack the information, but mostly 
they lack the patience. There is 
hardly any field of medicine where 
the patients are more neglected. 
Every town should have a “misery” 
clinic. 
Causes Numerous 
Backache is in medicine the ele­ 
phant examined by the blind man. 
Each blind man felt a separata 
part. Each one’s conclusions as to 
what the elephant was really Ilk* 
were limited. Your backache is due 
to: (I) posture—says the ortho­ 
pedist; (2) the uterus—says the 
gynaecologist; (3) the kidney*— 
.says the urologist; (4) rupture of 
sn intervertebral disk—says the 
surgeon; (5) focal infection—says 
the internist; (6) gold-bricking— 
says the top sergeant; (7) high 
heels,—no! I mean low heels—says 
the cobbler; (8) wearing shoes— 
*ay* the Nature faddist; (9) go­ 
ing barefooted—*a>a 
Nancy; 
(IO) “Something you tried to lift, 
no doubt"—says the husband: ( l l ) 
“Sitting around on them hard 
chairs in a draft at Grogan’s, no 
doubt’’—says the wife; (12) rail­ 
way spine—says the shyster law­ 
yer.

are just as subject to arthritis as 
the other joints of the body. This 
form must be treated by some com­ 
bination of removal of foci of in­ 
fection, massage, manipulation, 
splinting, climate, medicines which 
relieve pain and gold salts in the 
vein, and large gobs of hope. 
Posture and Backache 
Posture is the key to much of 
back health and much of backache, 
“beat a stenographer properly," 
says Osgood, an orthopedic sur­ 
geon, “and sh* will mak* fewer 
mistakes, 
have 
less 
menstrual 
trouble, and take fewer day* off 
for backache." 
Injury may slip out some of the 
complicated interadjustments of 
muscles, tendons, fasciae, nerves, 
bones and joint* in the back. An 
astonishing thing is the frequency 
with which slight, trivial, com­ 
monly repeated movements will 
result in a backache. Her* are 
some of them as listed from th* 
practice of an eminent orthopedic 
surgeon: 
Raising a window that atieka. 
Missing a step on the stairs. Pick­ 
ing up grass on a golf course to 
see which way the wind is blowing. 
Putting a rug under a desk. Sneez­ 
ing, 
“Watch an experienced piano 
mover at work,” to quote Osgood, 
“and you will see him lift with hi* 
thighs and not his back." 


Protruded Disk 
A newly discovered form of in­ 
jury to the back is the protruded 
or ruptured intervertebral disk. 
Between the bony bodies of th# 
spinal vertebra are cartilaginous 
disks which act as cushions and 
give the joints mobility. They a rt 
quite dense on the surface, but in 
the center there is a soft area 
called the nucleus pulposus. When 
subjected to severe strain this may 
rupture, be squeezed so that it pro­ 
trudes from between the bodies of 
two vertebrae and presses on 
nerves causing backache and sci­ 
atica. It can be removed surgical­ 
ly, and, if properly done, this re­ 
lieves the pain. When a patient 
with a protruded disk is operated 
on by an expert the result is mag­ 
ic; if by a bungler the result is 
tragic.
